Tami L. Kretschmer, being duly sworn, deposes and says: 

1. I am the Office Manager for Geovation Technologies, Inc. (Geovation). I assist 

applicant), president of Geovation and the named inventor in Geovation's applications for patents, 
with preparation and submission of patent applications and communications with the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO). 

2. On 27 February 2002, Mr. Hince prepared an After-Final Amendment in response to an Office 
Action mailed 28 November 2001 with respect to Patent Application Number 09/493,579. I 
transmitted this amendment with the appropriate Transmittal Form (PTO/SB/21 ) to Examiner David 
Redding at fax number 703-872-971 3. A transmittal receipt generated by our fax machine confirmed 
transmittal of all seven pages (see attached copy of Fax History Report generated on 27 February 
2002 at 1:58 p.m.) 

3. During a review of our records on 1 3 July 2005, 1 noticed that Application No. 09/493,579 is still 
pending. I contacted the USPTO to inquire as to the status of this application, and was informed 
that the USPTO had no record of receiving the Amendment submitted on 27 February 2002. The 
applicant was not aware that the Amendment was not received, as Geovation's Fax History Report 
indicated it had been successfully transmitted. 

4. According to the USPTO, a Notice of Abandonment was issued in July 2002. This notice was 
mailed to Ezra Sutton, Plaza 9 900 Route 9, Woodbridge, NJ. Although Mr. Sutton had been the 
Attorney of Record for this patent application, he had been fired by Geovation around the time of the 
February 2002 submission of the After-Final Amendment. We were unaware until my 1 3 July 2005 
contact with the USPTO that it had no record of our submission and had issued the Notice of 
Abandonment, as Mr. Sutton never contacted us regarding such Notice and Geovation has never 
received any copy of it.
